Paltry. — Englishmen generally pride 
themselves upon their lovo of ju&tico :md fuir 
play, but it nppoars thoro is a hamlful of 
men in Nanaimo calling themselves English- 
men who arc an exception to the rule. These 
men started a newspaper which was hailed, 
as one of the greatest blessings that could be 
conferred upon the town. Lacking ability, 
independence and energy, however, the paper, 
under its early management, of course began 
to lose weight, and consequently to loso 
ground. As the only means of sustaining the 
journal therefore, it was leased for twelve 
months to Mr. Joseph M'Clure, a most in- 
dustrious, inoffensive and painstaking gentle- 
man who soon throw vitality into the waning 
publication, and gave it a voice and an in<- 
dependent footing among the inhabitants. 
This, however, did not suit the tamanauaa 
men and their time-serving adherents, who 
wished the paper to utter nothing, however 
honest nnd truthful, that was distasloful to 
Iheir feelings. The conclave was accordingly 
summoned together ; and after making lutile 
efforts to dispossess {the lessee, bethought 
Ibenisolves of having recourse to bankruptcy. 
A grand idea ! another meeting was held, a 
resolution passed lo wind up the company, 
and a gentleman appointed liquidator, 
Terrific ! Nothing could withstand this I 
JHowever, the Liquidator was rclused admit- 
tance, the lessee naturally maintaining his 
right to retain possession till the expiration 
of his term. Baulked again, recourse was 
had to tho Victoria authorities, and a for- 
midable looking bailiff was despatched horn 
this city, who, together with o local officer, 
have laid siege to the premises, but still, at 
last accounts, without success. Mr. M'Olure 
was secure within his fortress, and with ' oaps' 
in one hand, and ' long primers ' in tho 
other, kept tho fierce looking ussailants at a 
distance. How long the siege is to last re- 
mains to be seen, though it strikes that 
it would be better that these nico gentlemen 
ehould be allowed to havo their properly back 
and that Mr. M'Clure, with so largo a portion 
of tho inhabiiants supporting his cause should 
oblnin fresh plant and start unother paper 
in which he could show these parties up in 
their true colors. Wo understand that the 
twelve mouths' lease to the present lessee is 
repudiated on accouut of its having been 
verbal, aud not written, (except on the 
minutes). If such bo the (»«t. atlJa . a .°°- 
cond feather to the cap of those n igb-spirited 
gentlemen, and is only another of thoso in- 
stances so frequently occurring out here in 
which our countrymen strive their utmost to 
bring Englishmen into contempt and ridicule 
with foreigners. 

The Fenians — The wires have been silent 
for the last two days, owing to an interrup- 
tion in the line this side of Portland, and 
consequently nothing more has reached us 
since Friduy night Irom tho Canadian borders.

Quito nn excitement has been raging horn 
tho last few days in relation to the alleged 
discovery of diggings on a creek emptying 
into this creek, but which, I nm sorry to say, 
has amounted to nothing so far. It appears 
that two mon, who had never mined beloro, 
wore prospocling at tho place, and in tho 
lop gravel hail found five or six fine colors to 
the pan, when another party camo op and 
tho first party, thinking they wero about to 
9lriko Romethiug, immediately camo down to 
record aud get tho discovery claim. Partios 
■mon wont up; but up to present time havo 
found nuthiog moro. Tho ouly company on 
this creek that bos commenced to wash up 
is tho Monro Ct\ tho result ol whoso first 
day's washing I gave you in my last latter. 
Since then tho lowest day's washing has boeo 
three ounces, and tho highest twelve ounces 
to four men. None of tho now companies 
have as yet struck anything of consequence, 
but they are still prospecting vigorously. On 
Clements Crock a numbor of claims are 
[laying, in tho gravel good wages ; but the 
bo Irock bus not yet been reached. Several 
shafts after getting dowo from 20 to 30 leet 
wero lost; Bank diggings have boon struck 
on this (Olemonts) creek, tho Discovery 
claim having been recordod. A small gulch 
has also been recorded, which omptioa into 
Clements Creek ; hut il is so small that there 
aro only abuul half a dozen claims in it. 

Tho steamer Forty-Nine now makes a trip 
up the Columbia rsbout once a week, nod 
may bo considered a rogular institution. But 
from the head of steamboat navigation (tho 
foot of the Death Rapids) to the mining 
localities, the freight has lo bo transhipped so 
often that prices still keep up, and will prob- 
ably until tho trail from Ivirbyvillu is built ; 
it has already been surveyed, and mon aro al 
work building it. It is' much shorter than 
tho presont roundabout expensive way. 
(ioods at present have to bo dragged in boats 
through the rapids up the Columbia to Wil- 
son's Landing (about 25 miles), from whence 
ihey are packed by men to whore tho (rail 
"dikes Gold River (lliroo mile.-), where they 
aro put in small bonis and boated to tho 
mouths of tho creeks, when they aro again 
packed by men lo tho stores on French 
creek (two miles). Prices in tho stores hero 
remain about as at my last writing, with a 
downward tendency ; but a great deal of 
buying has been dono from miners who have 
concluded to leave, and of course prices vary- 
greatly. Wo havo five now business estab- 
lishments on this creek sinco my last letter — 
two shoemakers, two moro liquor stores, and 
another provision store. We can also boast 
of a doctor, a gentleman from down (he Co- 
lumbia. Romano's sawmill commenced 
operations this week. The price charged for 
lumber is 12 50 per 100 feet. Mr. Murray 
(of Wilson & Murray) was here a day or two 
ago looking arou ■' but I have not learned 
where he will locate. The first hotel and 
bakery will bo opened in a few days by K 
Slego. Building is still going on briskly. 

A man named Ultfir, who formerly kept, 
I think, die 111-mile house on the Caribo 
road, was drowued iu Deith Rapid:) laBt 
week.

Cariboo. May 31 — Irresponsible Depu- 
ties.— Decisive Stand taken bt Judue 
Cox. — The Aurora Company had notitied the 
Davis Company to appear at Clinton to 
answer an application (hat would then be 
made, on Friday last, beloro tho Judge of the 
Suprema Court, for an injunction lo restraiu 
ihem from working certain ground, A mes- 
senger was despatched in all haste, who, 
finding Judge Begbie at Bridge Creek, pro- 
cured from tiun an order to Judge Cox as 
Deputy Registrar of tho Supremo Court, to 
issue an injunction and altu oh the seal of tho 
Court to the same, us the seals of tho Su- 
preme Court in ihe Registrar's possession 
wero in the Chief Justice's wagons, which 
had broken down and wero some distanoo 
nehind. Tho messenger, Mr. Hazeltine, ar- 
rived on Tuesday evening, and tianded Iho 
order lo Judge Cox, and lha hearing came on 
yesterday moroing at half-past 11 o'clock, 
in the Court house, Richfield, Mr. H. P. 
Walker produced the order from Judge Beg- 
bie to the Deputy Registrar of the Supreme 
Court at Richfield (Juogo Cox), aud requested 
him to attach the seal of tho Court to tba in- 
junction. Judge Cox said he had considered 
iho matter over lust night, and had commit- 
ted his viewd to paper, which he would rend: 
" I hold no commission as Deputy Registrar 
of tho Supreme Court, nor never did bold 
one ; I havo acted aB such lor the accommo- 
dation of the publio and the Supreme Court ; 
•.uid it is not luter than the Express before 
lasl I remarked, with reference to coses 
against ihe Sheriff, that all my acts dono as 
Deputy Registrar of tho Supremo Court must 
have been illegal. I entertain ns high a respect 
and esteem for Mr. Begbie, as Mr. Begbie, 
and also as Supremo Court Judge of the 
colony, as any man in it ; but finding now It 
is attempted 10 drag me into this disagreeable 
quarrel, and net contrary lo my own ruling 
an,' oonocieiice, 1 would, it I actually did al 
ihis moment hold a commission as Deputy 
Registrar of the Supremo Court, resign the 
post ut once. There are Court seals in Hie 
Record Uliico, which are at .Mr. Walker's 
disposal, but they will not be issued us seals 
out of tho Supremo Court by ino as Deputy 
Registrar of the same." 

A Parisian " Anonyma " and her Vk;.- 
tisi. — Tho Paris correspondent of tho Daily 
News says : — " The appeal ol Mdlo. Bertbier, 
alia* Madinno Court, against tho sontonco of 
impiisonment passed upon hor by tho Cor- 
rectional Police Court, in respcot ol a 
minor, named Desbrosses, whom sho helped 
to spend lfiO.OUOf. in Iho course of a single 
year, was dismissod on Thursday. • The 
woman had committed no fraud or embez- 
zlement of which judicial notice could be 
taken, unless on tho ground of tho minority 
of her victim. Her counsel argued very 
strenuously that it would bo straining the 
article's ot tho codo onactod for tho protec- 
tion of minors to apply them to such a case 
as this. Tho Public Minister, however, wub 
clearly of opinion that Iho case of a woman 
taking advantage ol the passions and inex- 
perience of a minor to screw largo sums ol 
money oul ol him was within tlio provis-
